That Citizens are daily, for want of Trade, quitting the City, and 
ſo betake themſelves to the Out-parts in the County of Middleſex;

part gone both Eaſtward and Weſtward out of the City into the County 
of Middleſex ; and allo for that the Taxes in LONDON are fo much 
greater than in the Out-parts, they paying generally for an equal Eſtate

been Aſleſicd at, to make good their proportion.
